Do you realize th a t no m atter 
how much or how little money you 
earn it, whether as a factory w ork­ 
er, a farm er, as an executive, a 
salesman, or what have you, you do 
not have a constitutional right to 
kee even one penny of your earn ­ 
ings?

Your right to have your day in a 
free court is guaranteed by the Con­ 
stitution and so on and on. But un­ 
der the Constitution you do not 
have any right, because you earned 
it for any other reason, to keep any 
not even one thin dime, of your in­ 
come. 
Also, if you own an incororated 
business or own stock in a corpora­ 
tion, does not have a constitutional 
right to keep am- of its income. 
I know thi 
is hard to believe 
but nevertheless 
it’s true.

ase being the Sixteenth Amend­ 
m ent to the Constitution of the 
United States which became effec­ 
tive on February 25. 1913. 
The Congress shall have power to 
lay and collect taxes on incomes, 
from

derived, 
without apportionm ent among the 
several states, and w ithout regard 
to any census or enum eration.” 
T h at’s the Sixteenth Amendment. 
T h a t’s w hat it says and if you can 
find anything in this am endm ent 
which says that Congress cannot 
lay a tax equal to 100 er cent of the 
income of every corporation in the 
country, you are better than I am.

which m eans th a t whatever portion 
of your income you are perm itted 
to retain is not because you have a 
right to it. constitutional or o th er­ 
wise. but rather is by “courtesy of 
Congress."

tain an elaborate system of m uni­ 
cipal. state and federal courts and 
not have any protection at all on 
any part of our incomes, not even 
enough to provide food clothing and 
shelter for our families?
